Stale Remittances Because 
“It Looked So Easy.” 


LETTERS FOUND ON HIM 


Two Had Been: Opened and 
Others Unopened—He Is 
| "Caught by Decoy Letters. 


A warrant charging Arthur‘T. Moss, 22 
years of age, a probationary distributing 
clerk in the main postoffice at Ejight- 


eenth and Walnut streets, with extract- 
ing money from the United States mail, 
was issued Monday morning. 

Moss was arrested at lL p. m. Satur- 
day and lodged in the holdover. A 
Deputy United States Marshal, who 
mad@ the arrest, allowed Mess to give 
the Mame of George Baker so that the 
prisoner’s aged mother would not know 
of his arrest until he had got into com- 
munication with friends and was advised 
how to act. 

Postoffice Inspectors Bunsen, Reuter 
and Wynne have had Moss_ under sur- 
veillance for two months. Suspicion 
had been aroused that money was being 
taken by clerks in the local postoffice 
on account of numerous complaints re- 
ceived by. th@ postal authorities from 
timé-payment houses, lodges, labor un- 
ions and jewelers that money supposed 
to be sent to them in the mail had not 
been received. 

Letters Found on Him, 

Saturday night when the inspectors 
arrested Moss while he was at work in 
the postoffice, they found in his hand 
two opened. letters,. both addressed to 
time payment furniture houses. Three 
other special delivery letters and one 
addressed to a furniture company were 
found unopened in his pockets. 

On his person at the time of his ar- 
rest was found $15.85 that he had taken 
from letters and a $5 bil: which he said 
he had' extracted from a special delivery 
letter sent from New York to some 
Woman residing on 2 6500 block west 
in St. Louis. He could not recall the 
name of the street. 

: ‘He Offers No Excuse, 

Moss ‘confessed that he had been 
rifling mail for the last six weeks. He 
said that on accountief the.colored sta- 
tionary usually used by furniture ana 
credit houses for remittances, he was 
able to spot this character of mail when 
it came to his hand. 

He would then shake it and if he dis- 
covered money in the envelope would 
put the letter in his pocket. Three test 
letters that were placed in his piles for 
distribution by the inspectors were 
opened by him. . 

Moss said that he had no special] rea- 
son for taking the money, but that it 
seemed so easy he could not resist the 
temptation. He is unmarried and lives 
with his mother at 1310A Montgomery 
street. 

Moss has been in the mail service 
since 1910. He was getting $50 a month 
and was to be raised to $800 a year on 
July 1.

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ST. LOUIS EXPENSES 


FOR YEAR $170,000 
OVER THE RECEIPTS 


Comptroller Player Says $60,- 
000 of Deficit Is Caused by 
Cutting Off Insurance Tax. 


St. Louis is short just $170,000 of the 
amount necesgary to meet mupicipal 
expenses for the current year, according 
to the statement of Comptroller Player 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Monday. 
Sixty thousand dollars of this deficit 
is attributed by the Comptroller to the 
passage of a law at the recent session 
of the State Legislature giving to the 


public schools of the State the license 
revenue derived from foreign insurance 
companies. 

Heretofore the foreign insurance re- 
ceipts had been divided among the 
various municipalities of the State and 
the fact that they had been diverted te 
public school channels wag not known 
to Comptroller Player until a copy of 
the new statute was sent to him a few 
days ago. 

Assessment Increase Small, 

“The increase in the assessed valua- 
tion of real estate and personal prop- 
erty in this city for. taxation purposes 
for 1912 was $3,000,000, which is the small- 
est in 40 years,” said Comptroller 
Player. 

‘Last year the assessed valuation wag 
$26,000,000 above 1911, atid $8,000,000 in 1911 
over 1910, when the increase was more 
than $20,000,000. The Assessor’s_. figures 
this year were a great’ surprise to me. 
I figured $5,000,000 incregse at the very 
lowest, and thought it woulée probably 
run three times that amount. 

City Is Retrenching. 

“The city already has suspended the 
hauling of ashes, an item it is said 
which will cost the average property 
owner from $4 to $6 a year. The cost 
of this work to the city was $100,000 a 
year. Other public improvements also 
have been stopped.”’ 

Delegates McCarthy and Scully and 
Councilmen Arendes and Randall were 
present when Player made this state- 
ment. Player was. asked why the city 
didn’t cut down on the use of automo- 
biles. | 

‘We have cut the auto item to the 
bone,’”’ said: the Comptroller... “A bill” 
apropriating $3200 for a touring car for 
City Treasurer Menne is now pending 
in the Assembly, and this request has 
been approved by the Comptroller. 

‘Tt have conferred with the Street, 

Sewer and Park Commissioners and 
other members of the Board of Public 
Improvements,” said the Comptroller, 
‘and they have agreed to conduct their 
departments as economically as possible 
during the current year. 
“Tt; am‘ in’ hopes that tt will net be 
necessary to make any drastic cuts on 
municipal work, as that which is now 
being done is imperatively necessary. 

. "The. city, however, has been up 
against a hard proposition and a small 
increase in the tax rate would have 
solved all our troubles.”’ 

Thinks Tax Increase Sure. 

The Municipal Assembly passed a bill 
providing an increase of 10 cents in the 
tax rate, which would have covered all 
the city’s public improv-ment needs and 
left a balance of $600,000 to complete the 
wagon approach to the free bridge. 
Mayor Ktel vetoed the bill, Comptroller 
Player asked that the increase be lim- 
ited to 3 cents and opposed the extra 
tax for bridge purposes. 

In answer to a question ag to whether 
a tax increase next year would have 
to be made for municipal improve- 
ments, the Comptroller said: 

“To meet actual expenditures the St. 
Louis tax rate will have to go up,” de- 
clared the Comptroller. ‘I don’t know 
how much the raise will be, possibly 3 
or 6 cents, anyway, on the $100 valua- 
tion. 


GRANITE CITY CABLES 
CUT, TELEPHONES OUT 


Men S8Strikebr2:.kere Forced to 
Quit When “Zlerchants Refuse 
to Sell Supplies for Them, 


The exchange of the Bell Telephone 
Co. at Granite City was closed Sunday 
after the large lead-covered cables lead- 
ing to the building had been cut by 
strike sympathizers, and 19 telephones 
in Granite City, Venice and Madison 
were put out of commission. Officials 
of the company said Monday the ex- 
change will remain closed for a few 
days until the cables have been repaired. 

Fifteen men strike breakers, who re- 
placed the girl operators Saturday night 
after a threatening crowd gathered 
about the building, were escorted to 
street cars by the police amid jeers and 
cai calls by the crowd after it was de- 
cided to suspend the service. 

Arrangements had been made to fur- 
nish the telephone employes with food 
while they worked, but the restaurants 
and grocers of Granite City wepe noti- 
fied they would be boycotted if they 
sold food to the company. The men 
made efforts to purchase ice, but this, 
too, was refused.

rtion ahat if ehe believed himh to be one 
of the spies Who had been harrassing 
her, he Would be carried out of her store,

Two Cases Are Pending. 

On public record she appeats connect 
ed principally with two cases of im- 
portance. She is under $1000 }=s bond, 
charged with using the mails to defraud.

Store Biggest ih Town, 

Miss McClendon was in her store at 
Sturdivant when the Post-Dispatch re- 
porter saw her. Thére was a man, one 
of hér customers, apparently, too, in the 
buildiig. But hée went ovutsife for a 
minute and the reporter’s liveryman de- 
tained him in ¢onversatioh until the in- 
terview was over. 

Miss McClendon's store is ih a roughly 
built building. It is like almost evéry 
othe? house of the half dozen in what 
might be called SturdiVant’s ‘‘business 
séction.’’ Its afchitecturé is Of the sim- 
plest. It cOfisists principally of long 
planks nailed up side by side, with a 
roof over them. It was painted white 
at one time, but the paint has cracked 
and worn off, in spots, and the place 
has an air of plaintive dilapidation. It 
is roomy, however, afid the store is thé 
lafgest ih the small village. The re- 
porter was able to cotint only 17 resi- 
denéés. There may have bééh more, but 
they were farther back in the trees. 

The storekeeper was wearing a rather 
prétentiotis blue dress, which probably 
had been Sunday Apparel at one time. 
It was fatheF low at the neck, with a 
lace effect about the collar. 


Shows Effect of Illness. 

The storekeeper was a slender young 
woman, close to 5 feet 4 in@hes in 
height. Her neck and fate were. in- 
clined to be thin and there were circles 
under her eyes. Her complexion was 
Slightly sallow, probably dué toa ree@ent 
llinésé, Of which she spoke, and to 
worry oVer her troubles. Her lips were 
thin and firm. Hef features Were deli- 
cate. Her hair, Heatly combed, was a 
Hght brown. 

The moet striking thing about her 
was her eyes. They were rather large 
and sometitnes seemed blue ana aonme- 
times gray. For the most part they 
were languid, but when she spoke of 
what she called her persecution, they 
snapped and flashed and thén séttled 
irito & cool, steady, straight’ stare. 

At the beginning she was not in¢elined 
to dis@ubs her case. She remarked that 
she didn’t know who were her friends, 
and #hé feared to put Confidence in any- 
body.

Fort @ long time the reporter triéa to 
persuade hér to Make A statérient, but 
she fenced with him, at times display- 
ing great ‘shrewdness and at other 
times assuming an air of stolid indiffer- 


ence. When she spoke of what she 
called her wrongs, her face flushed. 
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Once or twit6e het lips twitched and 
her eyes filled with tears, but they 
seemed to be caused by nervousness 
rather than other emotion. 

Finally she told of her acquaintanée 
with Nicholas. She told of seeing him 
first when he was hurt in a street car 
accident in St. Louis, of having him 
Carried to her boarding house, or nurs- 
ing him; told of his gratitude toward 
her, of friendly letters to her, of how 
She believed some day he would ask 
her to marry him, of how she hearéa 
he. was dead and she had been rentem- 
bered in his will. 

Deals Only ih Generalities, 

Then she told of Rohan; of how he 
came to her house to try to sell #ome 
mining stock for her, of how he took 
the stock away and gave the 68000 note 
for it. 

But through it all she dealt only in 
generalities. No. question could pin her 
ts specific dates or locations. She 
cculdn’t even remember where she 
boarded in St. Louis, where the accident 
to Nicholas happened, or any other di- 
rect fact that Would supply a elew to 
the corroboration of her strange stories. 
She réfused even to give the names of 
lawyers in Virginia she said shé had 
had eofreapondénce with. 

As to “Ed Elders,” shé would say 
only that she believed he would appear 
in due time. As to “Elsie Whitaker,” al] 
she could remethber Was that “Elsie” 
had camped in that neighborhood years 
before with a band of gypsies. 

As to other transactions with which 
her name has been associated, she re- 
fused oovurteously to say anything. 

Onee she seemed to lose her temper. 
This happened at the same time thé maf 
the reporter fifst SaW sauntéred into 
the store again. Then she said; 

“Do you know what I’ve about Made 
up my mind to do? To shoot the head 
off of the next Stranger that comes If 
here. Maybe it’s a good thing for you 
I hadn't quite made up my mind.”

The railroads have appealed to the people of 


‘the State for a decision on the so-called “full 


crew law,” passed at the last session of the Leg- 
iclature. The objection to the law, on the part 
of the roads, is based on its provision for two 
brakemen on all freight trains of 25 cars or over. 

Having published a letter signed “Engineer,” 
condemning the law and charging that the op- 
position of the labor unions to the referendum 
is unreasonable, the Post-Dispatch desires to give 
the railroad men an opportunity to be heard. 
The letter entitled “A Railroad Man on the Full- 
” recently printed on this page, gave 
their side of the question. 

The position of the railroads is that the extra 
brakeman required by the law is an unnecessary 
expense, because trains of 25 cars or over usu- 
ally run practically without stops between the 
large cities. With airbrakes working, there is 
usually little or nothing for an extra brakeman 
to do, and, especially now that court rulings have 
upheld the lower fare and freight rate laws, it 
is unreasonable and unjust to further burden the 
railroads with unnecessary expenses. 

The question will be fully threshed out before 
a vote is had under the referendum. Let.all the 
facts be made public.

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THE FULL-CREW LAW. 
The railroads have appealed to the people of 


“the State for a decision on the so-called “full 


crew law,” passed at the last session of the Leg- 
islature. The objection to the law, on the part 
of the roads, is based on its provision for two 
brakemen on all freight trains of 25 cars or over. 

Having published a letter signed “Engineer,” 
condemning the law and charging that the op- 
position of the labor unions to the referendum 
is unreasonable, the Post-Dispatch desires to give 
the railroad men an opportunity to be heard. 
The letter entitled “A Railroad Man on the Full- 
Crew Law,” recently printed on this page, gave 
their side of the question. 

The position of the railroads is that the extra 
brakeman required by the law is an unnecessary 
expense, because trains of 25 cars or over usu- 
ally run practically without stops between the 
large cities.
